A NOVEL PROCEDURE. 


Divorce Papers Alleged to Have 
Been Served on the Wrong 
Woman. 


She Is Reported Not to Be the Real 
Wife of the Plaintiff in the 
Case. 


The Sheriff Seems to Think He Has 
Been Imposed Upon—A Chicago 
Interview. 


EDWARDSVILLE, III., June 27.—[Special.|— 
The 9 o’clock morning train from St. Louis, 
the 16th inst. brought two rather attractive 
and stylishly-dressed persons, who at once 
asked for a hotel and were directed to the St 
James, where the gentleman, a blonde with a 
moderate sized mustache, and who was about 
six feet one inch in hight and weighed 225 
pounds, registered as G. M. Parker.“ Chica- 
go, and the woman with him as “Mrs. Mary 
Lippincott,” Cairo. He asked for a room for 
the woman, and she was shown to No. 36 imme- 
diately. Mr. Parker at once went to the office 
of Sheriff George Hotz and gave him the fol- 
lowing, addressed to the ‘Sheriff of Madison 
County, [llinois,”” which was written upon a 
letter-head sheet;

Clerk of the Court of which you are an officer, and 
have the Clerk to affix his name and seal and re- 
turn the same to the Clerk of the Carroll Circuit 
Court, Mo. Or you can hand it to the gentieman 
who delivers it to you.

The letter was written in a hand common to 


lawyers. 

Mr. Parker went on to say that he was an at- 
torney, had graduated from the Union Law 
Coliege in Chicago, but bad not practiced 


much, as ne did not faucy the profession 


enough, but was now traveling for a tobacco- 
house. His connection with the divorce case 
was simply that of a mutual friend. He ex- 
plained that the parties occupied a high social 
position and were desirous of having the af- 
fair kept as quiet as possible. The fact 18, 
said he, che charge is a pretty serious one, 
adultery and desertion. The woman is a pretty 
hard case.“ 
COPY OF THE BILL FOR DIVORCE SERVED. 

He gave the Sheriff a copy ot a bill indivorce 
filed in the office of the Circuit Clerk of Carroll, 
Mo., with O. Lippincott Jr. as plaintiff and 
Mary Lippincott as defendant. -It set forth 
that the parties were married at Pueblo, Colo., 
about six years ago. That from the union 
there were two children, 2% and4% years of 
age. Plaintiff asked for divorce on the grounds 
of adultery, cruelty, and desertion. When 
they arrivea at Room 36, the Sheriff says, he 
found a drowsy-looking, well-dressed woman, 
who admitted that she was Mrs. Mary Lippincott, 
and he then read the writ to her, filled the pa- 
pers out properly, bad them afterwards sworn 
to by the clerk, and handed them overto the 
mutual friend, Mr. Parker, who put them in 
his pocket. In speaking of the affair the Sher- 
if said: I did not at first feel a bit sorry for 
the woman, but as the tears began to fili her 
eyes I pitied her.“ 

As soon as this was done Mr. Parker went to 
some of the stores here where he had sold 
goods before, and was recognized and ad- 
dréssed as Mr. O. Lippincott Jr. of St. Louis, 
traveling for the National Tobacco Works 
of Louisville, Ky. He seemed a little short of 
funds and tried to borrow $5 by offering col- 
lateral security. But one house advanced him 
$5 out of the drawer, which he returned next 
morning from St. Louis. He was very anxious 
to get away from town, and had one of the 
clerks bring a carriage to the hotel for him as 
soon as possible, This was shortly after 12 
m., and the clerk found Mr. Lippincott, alias 
Parker, and the woman both sitting in 
Room 86. The latter had her dinner served in 
her rpom, while Lippincott took his in the din- 
ing-room, but kept constantly watching the 
door fh an excited manner. 

REPORTERS ARE GIVEN A SMOOTH TALK. 

His game might have worked all right, but 


the rather unusual circumstance attracted the - 


attention of some reporters, who stopped the 
Sheriff to know what was up. That official 
begged to be excused for detaining ** Mr. Park- 
er and Mrs. Lippincott,“ but said some 
reporters wanted to know what was the mat- 
ter.” At this Parker or Lippincott became 
excited and anxious to see em, For,“ said he, 
„This thing must be kept quiet. It mustn’t 


cot into the newspapers. That will never do. 


No, the parties stand too high socially.” He 
then showered cigars, plug tobacco, etc., upon 
them and begged them to keep quiet. He said: 
Don't say anything about this. I'm a friend 
of the family. They don’t want anything to 
get out about it; but the truth is she’s a pretty 
hard case. The charge is adultery. The par- 
ties stand high socially and want things hushed 
up.” He at once began to show great 
and said he bad 
to go to Troy and Collinsville on the Vandalia 
Railroad to sell some goods. He had told the 
clerk in the store who ordered the carriage 
that he “had a young lady friend who was 
going to accompany him.” They hurriedly 
got into the carriage and were driven to Troy, 
eight miles, thence to Collinsville,.six miles 
further, where they took the 4:17 p. m. train 
for St. Louis. As soon as the Sheriff saw what 
he had done it dawned on him that he had 
been duped and that the man Parker was in 
fact O. Lippincott Jr., the real plaintiff, while 
the woman was an impostor; but the man had 
skipped with ers, affidavits, etc., filled out.

THE REAL DEFENDANT WANTS TO KNOW. 
The Sheriff this week received a letter post- 
marked Chicago. It js very well written in a 
neat, lady-like band, and shows it was written 
by a woman of refinement and education. The 
letter is dated from No. 450 West Congress 
street, Chicago, III., one is in substance as fol- 
lows: 


To the Sherif of Edwardsville, IU.—DEAR SIR: I 
have heard through the St. Louis papers that 0. 
Lippincott Jr. has filed papers for divorce against 
his wife, Iam the legal wife of 0. Lippincots Jr. 
Ileft him Dee. 29, 1884, in St. Louis. When the 
proper time comes I will apply for a divorce and 
get it if there is any such thing as justice. When. 
I left him 1 came here to reside with my 
parents, and am sure if he wanted to serve any pa- 
pers on me he certainly knew perfectly well where 
to find me. I would like to know if O. Lippincott 
Jr. really has filed a bill fordivorce. [hope this 
matter may not become public, but would be 
pleased to bave you let me know quietly anything 
about the case, MARY LIPPINOOTT. 


No reason for leaving her husband was as- 
signed. The envelope was directed to the 
“Sheriff of Edwardsville, Edwardsville, III.“ 
In justice to Mrs. Lippincott, it is only proper 
to say that the officers and the public all sym- 
pathize with her and rejoice that the scheme 
was thwarted. They do not believe the alice 
gations in the bill, which are not made specific 
enough. Mr. Lippincott resides in St. Louis, 
but, it un alleged, bas not said a 
word to the St. Louis or local papers, all of 
which published statements of the affair at the 
time.

WHAT THE REAL WIFE SAYS. 

Mrs. Lippincott was seen by a reporter for 
THe TRIBUNE at the residence of her mother, 
No. 450 West Congress street, iast evening. 
She said that she had received a letter, to- 
gether with newspaper clippings, a week ago 
last Saturday from ner husband's cousin, who 
lives in St. Louis, detailing Lippinoott's esca- 
pade at Edwardsville, and in addition to that 
sbe said she had the name of the woman whom 
her husband took to Edwardsville. “I was in 
hopes,“ she continued, that the Chicago 
papers would have nothing regarding the af- 
fair; but, since they will have, I hope 
my husband’s father, who lives here, will 
read about it and learn what kind of 
a son he has. I left my husband 
last December. We were keeping house in 
St. Louis then and had been there about three 
months, I came directly here to my mother’s. 
A week or 80 afterwards be came up hereto 
see me, and when he stated, in that bili for di- 
vorce which he filed at Carrollton, Mo., that I 
lived anywhere else than in Chicago he knew 
that he was stating that which was not so, for 
he well knew where I was. When he went to 
Edwardsvilie with that woman he was recog-

I intend to get a divorce 
from him when I have been here a year, and I 
have good grounds for it. I would have ap- 
plied for it before but I was told I had to be 
here a year first.

TERRIFIC STORM. 


THE WORST RAINS FOR YEARS VISIT BAL- 
TIMORE, DOING GREAT DAMAGE TO PROP- 
ERTY—ONE MAN FATALLY INJURED. 
BALTIMORE, Md., June 28.—/Special.]—Bal- 

timore was visited early this morning, between 

4 and 6 o’clock, by a rain-storm which caused 

a flood which has not been equated since the 

great flood of 1868, when many lives were lost. 

Fortunately no lives were lost by the storm 

this morning, but the damage will not be less 

than $200,000. In all portions of the city the 
rain feil in euch torrents as to make the streets 
look like raging freshets, and the lightning that 
accompanied the rain was so vivid and 
the thunder 80 sharp and loud 
as to cause fear and dread in 
every household. Lightning struck in at least 
half a dozen places in the city, but the damage 
was not very serious. Among other places 
hit was Westminster Presbyterian Church, at 
which the remains of Edgar Allan Poe and his 
wife are buried. The most serious damage was 
in Harrison street, near Jones Falls, where the 
scene foran hour or more was terrific, and 
where it is almost a miracle there was nota 
heavy loss of life. Jones Falls is a stream 
which curves through the city from the 
north and divides the city into East 
and West Baltimore. Harrison street lies 
on the border of the falls, and is principally in- 
habited by Hebrews who deal in second-hand 
goods. A short time after the rain began the 
fails had overflowed its banks and the water 
began pouring into this street. Almost in an 
instant the street was flooded, .the water 
rapidly rising from the cellars to the first 
floors until it stood five, six, and eight feet 
deep in the houses. Policemen and firemen 
burried to the spot and after hard work suc- 
ceeded in arousing the people, and they all made 

a rush for the upper stories of the houses. Men 

shouted, women screamed, and children cried. 

Some of the people were Griven out of their 

houses and were taken in boats to places of 

safety. Deputy Police-Marshal Frey, Capt. 

John Lannan, and Sergt. Toner rowed in a 

skiff through four or five streets in that seo- 

tion of the city. The flood did not last over 
half an hour, the waters fell almost as sud- 
denly as they had risen. The damages at Cal- 
verton, Woodberry, Hampden, and other sub- 
urban poluts were very severe, and the coun- 
ty roads have been left in a terrible condition. 

A large number of county bridges were 

washed away. Fletcher Vandaniker, a young 

man at Woodberry, while trying to save some 
property was washed off a wall and fatally in- 

jured, .

The hyperdermic 
contained only three drops, and this, as was 
the purpose, neutralized any pain and permit- 
ted the patient to doze and --t easily until 
about 11 o’clock. The rema::..ug three dr opr 
of the usual nightly allowance were then ad- 
ministered and sleep ensued, The purpose of 
the physician in dividing the nightly allowance 
of morphine was to secure quiet with the first 
half and quiet sleep by the second balf, given 
after an interval of some hours. The result 
confirmed the nne that prompted the 
change. 

Through the afternoon Gen. Grant was out of 
doors nearly two hours, but went inside the 
cottage when rain began failing again between 
5 and 6 o’clock. A pile ot burning logs in the 
parior fireplace dispelled any chill or dampness. 
At this time Dr. Douglas, as a matter of curi- 
osity, tried the General's temperature and 
found it normal at 98. His pulse at the same 


time was 72. There had been little or no cough- 


ing during the day, the mucous secretions and 
expectoration having subsided. ‘He has had 
a quiet and comfortable day,” said Dr. Doug- 
las in the evening, as he went down to the cot- 

age to put his patient to bed. Said the physi- 
cian: If I can judge anything bv indications, 
we are to have a very good night.

UNSAFE SAFETY VAULTS. 


A STARTLING DISCOVERY MADE IN NEW 
YORK BY AN HONEST MAN. 

New Tonx, June 27.—([Speciai,|—Private 
vaults in the Stock Exchange Building are 
rented to members. One of the tenants mis- 
takenly opened somebody else's safe, and only 
becam3 aware of the blunder when he began 
to handle securities which he did not recognize 
as his own. Then he reported to the officials 
in charge, the occurrence was hushed up so 


‘successfully that it did not get published at the 


time, and additional precautionary measures 
were taken to guard the receptacles of wealth. 
Nevertheless the sabject of risk in safe-deposit 
vaults has been a general topic in Wall street 
this week. There are nine of them in the city. 
Of course, a good portion of the deposits con- 
sists of papers which would not be valuable to 
thieves; but the aggregate of negotiable secur- 
ities, actual money, and such podrtabilities as 
jewelry and plate is so great that nobody 
dundertakes to estimate it. The Presi- 
dent of one establishment guesses that 
his vaults contain $3,000,000 in stuff that 
plunderers could use. The guardiunshipseems 
perfect as against burglars and sneak-thieves. 
The lessees of safes must bring evidence of 
identity every time they wish to enter, and 
must be able to repeat their individual pass- 
words to the proper official. Then they must 
open a lock in each of two gateways, the com- 
bination being divulged only to tenants. The 
rules and devices vary somewhat in the differ- 
ent places, but substantially they amount to 
the sure exclusion of merely interloping 
thieves. Fire and force are practically impo- 
tent, too. But the managers are compelled to 
admit that a conspiracy among employ

THE VETERANS. 


PREPARATIONS ON A GRAND SCALE FOR THE 
NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT AT FAIRMOUNT 
PARK, PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 27.— Special.j— 
The National Encampment of the G. A. R. and 
National Guards of the United States begins in 
Fairmount Park tomorrow and continues for 
one week. The scheme has been managed by 
ex-Goy. Underwood of Kentucky, but has met 
‘with so much opposition in Philadelphia since 


the workmen began to put a fence round Fair- 


mount Park that the encampment will be very 
much less successful than was at first antici- 
pated. Twenty thousand dollare will be dis- 
tributed in prizes in the infantry, cavalry, and 
artillery drills, and the judges will be some of 
the most eminent military authorities in the 


country. W. B. Hughes, Quartermaster United 
States Army, was busy this morning directing 
the completion of various sanitary arrange- 
ments. This afternoon the ¢amp-ground, 
which is situated east of the site of the main 
centennial building, was occupied by two smal! 
tents for the use of the Quartermasters of the 
Indiana and Kentucky troops. Not a single 
military organization has yet arrived, although 
all are expected to be upon the ground by 
Monday morning. It is expected that fully 
7,000 troops will be encamped at that time. 
Tomorrow and Monday will therefore be 
devoted to the general work of setting 
things straight preparatory to entering upon 
regular camp-life routine. The drills, begin- 
ning Tuesday, will continue daily throughout 
the encampment. The military organizations 
now on the way from the West and South are 
as follows:

A DAUGHTER OF A PROMINENT INDIANA 


POLITICIAN CLAIMS TO HAVE RECOVERED | 


HER HEALTH BY MEANS OF PRAYER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 27.—|Special.}]— 
An extraordinary faith cure is reported from 
Oidenburg Convent, in this State, which is 
partially at least. vouched for by the Rt.-Rev. 
Bishop Chatard of this diocese. The name of 
the patient is Rosa Warren, daughter of a for- 
mer member of the State Legislature from 
Hancock County, near here. She had been 
very irreligious, but was a student of the Old- 
enburg Convent. She is said to have been at- 
tacked with something like meningitis and suf - 
fered with severe swell/ of the neck, 
and was in a bad wéy. She was 
brought to this city for treatment 
by our physicians; but begged to de 
taken back to Oldenburg. This promised, the 
girl got out of bed at midnight and prayed, in 
answer to which she claimed to be heaied and 
went about as well. She is of Methodist par- 
entage, but was so impressed with her cure 
that she asked permission to unite with the 
Catholic’ Church, which her father grauted. 
Bishop Chatard, who investigated the case, 
says: “The young person was suffering 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis. She had re- 
ceived a fall while rollier-skating, and this, the 
doctor said, had produced a concussion of the 
spinal column. She was not a robust girl, 
being exceedingly nervous, though quiet and 
sensible. Her sickness began, I am told, with 
chills and fever. There was partial paralysis 
of the lower extremities. She also had that 
drawing of the muscles of the back peculiar to 
injuries of thé spine. Her head was turned 
back and her eyes to the ceiling. Her head 
bad been in this position for about three weeks. 
I was at Oldenburg May 18 when she arrived 
from Indianapolis, where she had been taken 
for treatment. Her cure took place, I think, 
the lith or Wth of May. Miss War- 
ren spent haif an hour the 
chapel of Our Lady of Lourdes, 
at Oldenburg, the evening before she 
started for Indianapolis, praying to the Blessed 
Virgin. Miss Warren's sickness began April 
26, so at the time of her recovery she had been 
sick about three weeks. I myself investigated 
the matter, and talked to Miss Gerster and 
Miss Warren sevurately.

This any man may see who looks at the pict- 
ures in the early German school of tne Lamb 
with seven eyes and ten horns and with some- 
thing in his split hoof that represents the 
hand. Indeed, even as a symbol, and imag- 


inatively vonsidered, it is all we can do to read 


those symbols of the prophets dag of the 
apocalyptic writer, and toreduce them to abso- 
preposterous. And — 5 thing 
we see in literature. The orieis and witches 
of Shakspeare are charming when they are read, 
but ridiculous when actea. It is something so 
subtle and belongs to so high and tenuous an 
atmosphere that we cannot bear it in fiesh and 
blood and form, and the same thing is found in 
Scripture. Personality of ‘being running 
through every phase of human knowledge and 
purpose, persuasive force, emotion, mood, 
foresight, and control, design, Providence— 
special and yniversal—together with those 
vg ee ofemotions from which spring all 
these; affections and heroic dispositions in 
men, " which the whole world worships in its 
great men these are all Scripture revelation 
of God. Always the Scripture development 
of God conforms to the fact of infinity and 
to the unsearehable in time and in 
space. It is, then, remarkable that the 
process of scientific unfolding finds itself in 
close analogy with this mode of treatment of 
the Divine being. Men think that because the- 
ology has changed its whole method; that, hav-

CATTLE-KINGS UNDISTURBED.

This authorization is regarded by 
them the more significant in that it is the first 
time that Congress bas sanctioned the use of 
the military as a civil posse since the famous 
contest in the Hayes Administration over the 
use of troops at the polls. Some of the execu- 
tive officers of the Administration, however, 
are of opinion that the law was not designed to 
give the President such summary power, and 
that its only purpose was to clothe the - courts 
with a jurisdiction which they may not 
have had before, and to give 
them an efficient means for enforcing 
their decrees. This difference of opinion is 
asharpone.

fully acknowledging your request for my resigna- 
tion communicated to me the 15th inst., I have the 
honor to state that, after careful consideration, 1 
am not satisfied that duty or propriety requires me 
at this time to resigo my office. Were any mal- 
feasance or misconduct alleged, or believed to ex- 
ist, [am sure you would have done me the justice 
to have had an impartial examination and given 
a full opportunity of defense before de- 
manding my resignation. Nor do I under- 
stand from you that the request is made for 
such reason, but it is because you deem the rela- 
tions of my office to be 80 intimately connected 
with your administration of the Treasury Depart- 
ment that you should have the privilege of select- 
ing the officer to be in charge of this bureau. Were 
this the case and the intention of the law, it might 
be proper and becoming for me to place the tenure 
of my service at your immediate command, or per- 
haps to have done so when you became the head 
of the department. But permit me to say that such 
has not been my understanding of the purpose of 
the Coinage actin providing that the Director of 
the Mint shall hold his office for the term of five 
years, unless sooner removed by the President, 


Senate.“ The length of the term—five years— 
the conditions upon wLich removal is authorized, 
and the discussions and explanations preceding 
the passage of the act, indicate’ the intent 
that the office of Director of the Mint should not 
be changed on account of a change of Administra~ 
tion or in the head of the department, or for per- 
sonal or political reasons.

The Chesapeake Company is now 
laying its pipes. Its capital stock 


is $1,500,000 and $1,000,000 bonds. The 
bonds are now selling at par, and stock at 
70. The old company, in alarm, has reduced 
the price of gas 30 per cent.

I returned the fire, Sheely retreating down- 
stairs, turning and firing at me over his shoul- 
der as he reached the bead of the stairs. I 
returned the fre when he had reached the 
third step, when it was that the ball from my 
pistol struck him.“ 

Capt. Sheely’s wound, although severe, is 
not regarded as dangerous, and it is generally 
apprehended that the difficulty wil yet ter- 
minate fatally to either one or both of the 
parties,

ASSIGNMENTS INVALIDATED BY MEANS OF 
THE EXPIRATION OF THE TERM OF THE 
COMMISSIONER WHO ACKNOWLEDGED 
THEM—MILLS CLOSE DOWN—STRIKES AND 
FAILURES. 

Racing, Wis., June 27,—[Special.]—The as- 
signment of J. V. Jones & Co., lumber-dealers, 
has been rendered void by reason of the fact 
that the time of the court commission had ex- 
pired before whom the assignee acknowledged 
his bond. The creditors have garnisheed the 
assignee ana filed attachments on the property 
in the sum of,$30,000. The assignment of C. J. 
Crilley is also invalidated for the same cause. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 27.—[Special.}—On 
account of the scarcity and price of wheat ali 
the flourmilis in the city with one exception 
have ceased operations. The Naghvilie Stone 
Manufacturing Compauy has suut down, throw- 
ing fifty men out of employment. The Ten- 
nessee Manufacturing Company decided some 
weeks ago to suspend the piain-cloth mill, and 
will accordingly stop work in it next week. 
Three hundred and twenty-five persons will 
thereby lose employment. Other manufactur- 
ing establishments will likely reduce the hours 
of labor. 

Dayton, O., June 27.—The Holden Manu- 
facturing Company made an assignment to J. 
Laue Reed. The firm bas been long estab- 
lished in Dayton and has had a popular busi- 
ness in books, pictures, and fancy goods. The 
assets and liabilities are unknown. Alexander 
Gebhart holds a chattel-mortgage for $13,000. 

Prrrsnond. Pa., June 27.—The report from 
Cincinnati to the effect that the Ohio iron man- 
ufacturers had agreed to encourage the forma- 
tion of an organization independent of the 
Western Association was a surprise to local 
manufacturers. One manufacturer said it 
would give the Ohio men a decided advantage, 
as the work will be done 10 per cent less than 
here. It would eventually result: in benefit to 
Pittsburg manufacturers, as their workmen 
would be compelled to accept lower wages. 
Another said the Ohio mills would run with 
non-union men. Secretary Martin of the 
Amaigamated Association doubts their ability 
to do so, and predicts that none will run until 
the scate is signed. 

Sixty per cent of the ovens controlled by the 
Connellsville Coke Syndidate & Produce Asso- 
ciation ran five days during the iast week. 
Trade gradually is increasing, and after the 
week’s orders were filled today but little coke 
was left im the yards. Should there be a fur- 
ther increase next week it is thought 10 per 
cent more of the ovens will be put in biast, 
leaving 30 per cent idle.

A DETROIT PHYSICIAN LEAVES HOME WITH 

HIS YOUNGEST SON IN A WAY THAT HAS 

CAUSED UNPLEASANT REMARK. 

Detroit, Mich., June 28.— Special. Dr. 
Sidney L. Fuller’s disappearance dates from 
Wednesday evening, June F, when, taking his 
youngest son with him, he started ostensibly 
for Milwaukee and a trip through Wisconsin. 
He gave poor health as his reagon for going, 
failing, however, to locate his trouble, a matter 
to which he had before. frequently referred 
with equal indefinitness. The following morn- 
ing Mrs. Fuller instituted a search for the 
doctor, finding in a very short time that the 
furniture of his office was all 
and some of it shipped to Milwaukee, 
tor which place she started Thursday evening 
in company with James Sanderson, the doc- 
tor’s chief accountant. At Milwaukee she 
Fuller was in Chicago. She 
therefore returned and, with ber 3-year-old 
child, is awaiting at ber bome on Forest ave- 
nue the arrival of her brother from New York, 
near which city her parents live. The cause 
of Dr. Fuller’s strange action ig not known. 
Whether it was due to the friction which some- 
times occurs in families where there are 
step-children, or whether it is due to the in- 
fluence of a female amanuensis and typewriter 
which the Doctor had employed in his office for 
some moaths, cannot be positively determined, 
though there are some things which point to 
the latter as the more probable explanation.

BUDDENSIEK AND FISH. 

It is a refreshing bit of intelligence in these 
dull times that two prominent New York 
gentlemen, guilty of crimes for which gentle- 
men are not usually punished at all, have 
each received a sentence of ten years in the 
penitentiary. One of these gentlemen was 
Mr. Buddensiek, a wealthy contractor, who 
had the habit of putting up buildings with 
paste-mortar, paper walls, and rotten bricks, 
so that they could fall down and kill the 
workmen engaged upon them, or if they hap- 
pened to be carried to completion could fall 
down with the same fatal result after they 
were occupied.” There has always been a 
very general feeling in the community that 
this kind of dishonesty was really murder, 
but it has been difficult for many reasons, 
among them financial ones, as contractors are 
usually wealthy, to bring this class of of- 
fenders to justice. In Buddensiek’s case, 
however, the circumstances were too aggra- 
vated to pass unnoticed, not only because 
one of his buildings fell and killed one la- 


borer and injured several others, but because 


his criminal negligence was not confined to 
this special building. Several rows of 
buildings were found to be in the same con- 
dition. His case was brought before an 
honest jury, and the honest jury found him 
guilty of manslaughter, and the Judge sen- 
tenced him to ten years of hard labor in the 
penitentiary, where he will have to work on 
contracts which call for the use of honest 
material. 

The other gentleman was Mr. James D. 
Fish, late President of the Marine National 
Bank, who wrecked the bank by making 
fraudulent loans. The circumstances at- 
tending the operations of Fish in connection 
with that other scoundrelly wrecker on the 
outside, Ward, are too well known to need 
detailed reference. It was unfortunate for 
him that he too ran against a court which ad- 
ministefs the real article of justice. He 
gets ten years of it, and goes to a public 
institution at Auburn which he cannot 
wreck and where he cannot make loans on 
any kind of security, good or bad, which is 
fortunate for the institution. If there are 
any other bank officials who have any doubts 
about the extent of their duties in making 
loans of a suspicious sort they will be glad 
to learn from the rulings of the court that ‘‘a 
loan of moneys of a bank by a President of 
the bank in bad faith, for the purpose of de- 
frauding the bank, is no loan in the sense of 
the law, but is simply a fraud,” and that it 
is sufficient that he [Fish] gave directions 
which he knew would result in an entry as- 
serting that the bank had certain bonds as 
collateral security for certain loans when the 
fact was otherwise.” There has always 
been an impression on the part of simple- 
minded people that loans ot other people’s 
money should be safely secured, and this 
ruling of the court will go far toward spread- 


| ing that impression. 


The value of these sentences does not con- 
sist entirely in the protection of society 
against the peculiar habits of these two gen- 
tlemen, manifested in tumbling down tene- 
ments and wrecking banks. It will probably 
have a good effect upon other gentlemen who 
may be disposed to make money by short cuts 
over dangerous and disreputable routes. It 
will certainly have the effect if the new in- 
novation does not stop with these gentlemen. 
It is pleasant to have them in the peniten- 
tiary, but there will be little satisfaction in 
their punishment if the penalties of the law 
are not visited upon other similar offenders. 
Having made such a good start let the work 
goon. It will not beconsistent to lock these 
two gentlemen up if others of the same class 
are allowed to go at large. 


THB NEW YORK COLLECTOR. 

The remarkable appointment of a person 
named Hedden to the Collectorship of New 
York creates a genuine sensation in Eastern 
circles. 

Mr. Hubert O. Thompson, the boss of the 
New York Board of Public Works and the 
leader of the County“ Democracy (a rival 
local organization to Tammany), is an offen- 
sive partisan in the most offensive sense. 
He is a professional political boss, a fine 
worker” ona large scale. He has been 
made the subject of legislative investigation 
for malconduct in office, but for some in- 
scrutable reason he was not removed, even at 
atime when the “great reformer,” Cleve- 
land,, was Governor of New York. He 
headed the County Democracy against 
Tammany in the Chicago Convention, and 
was largely instrumental in smashing Tam- 
many and securing Cleveland’s nomination. 
After Cleveland’s professions of reform in 
the civil service and his boasts that ap- 
pointments would be made for merit and 
general moral showing, he could not appoint 
Thompson to the Collectorship, especially as 
he had already strainea his policy to the 
breaking point by the appointment of Man- 
ning to a Cabinet position. As the next best 
thing, however, he allowed Thompson to 
name the man for Collector. Thompson, 
of course, named a man who was on inti- 
mate terms with him and who will manage 
the Collectorship in Thompson’s interests. | 
More than this, it is a little suspicious that 
Hedden’s son-in-law has large contracts with 
the Department of Public Works, of which

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 
The most substantial item of improve- 


ment in business is the sentence of James 
D. Fish to ten years in prison for his financial 
operations as President of the Marine Nation- 
al Bank of New York. He can really serve the 
country better behind the bars than behind 


the wicket. | Yet it was not so many months 


ago that the comments of newspapers in re- 
gard to just such persons as he, who were 
doing a booming business in banks and other 
institutions, were deprecated by conservative 
people as “disturbing confidence” and domg 
much injury to the trade of the country. It 
was known that there were a good many 
men in positions of trust whose affairs would 
not bear the light, but it seemed such a 
pity” to upset the course of trade by expos- 
ing them. Ferdinand Ward is not doing so 
thriving a business as he was a little more 
than a year ago—business with him is very 
much ‘‘depressed”—but on the whole is it 
not quite as well for the public? The pricking 
of so many bubbles was a bitter experience 
to go through, but the exposures and failures 
had to come, and the health of tle com- 
munity is improved. There is every evi- 
dence that this process is substantially over, 
and that trade will stand hereafter on a legiti- 
mate basis of demand and supply. 

None of the dangers immediately before 
us seem to be of the first magnitude. Finan- 
cial affairs in Mexico are in a critical condi- 
tion, and Americans will be affeeted by them, 
but even supposing that the worst comes to 
our railroad ventures there the losses will 
not be widespread. In the home trade the 
demand for staple goods is still indifferent, 
and no large quantities can be marketed ex- 
cept at a concession, There is no sign of 
any increased strength in iron, and the tend- 
ency of coal is decidedly downward, The 
more the market for textile fabrics is tested 
the more apparent it is that there is yet a 
heavy stock to draw on, and those manufact- 
urers who have recently suspended produc- 
tion are among the best informed, The 
statistical condition of the carpet trade 
is such that the combination has de- 
cided to advance prices this week. 
this experiment can 
only be tested by waiting. Other interests 
have in some cases had to back down after 
taking such action. Flour is called stronger, 
but there seems to be very little definit 
knowledge ag to the supply in the country, 
and the price is very sensitive to the fluctua- 
tions of wheat, Lumber is firm withan ad- 
vancing tendency, the cut of logs having been 
rather small, and many of them having been 
kept out of reach by low water. Thé labor 
market is singularly quiet. “Here and there 
some fresh discontent is noticeable, but con- 
cessions by both sides are becoming more and 
more common, and there is no very threaten- 
ing outlook in any quarter. 

There is no substantial change in the stock 
market or in the conditions that influence 
prices. Recent advances are the result of 
manipulation, and any that may be made for 
weeks to come will probably be of the same 
sort. A number of the most important rail- 
roads are barely paying expenses, and their 
traffic is in| many cases falling off, The 
‘‘agreements” the companies undertake to 
make amount to very little when business is 
so light. As for the money market, in spite 
of the present low rates the tendency is still 
downward. We are having lower rates in 
this city than ever before, and Chicago is 
nearer the New York level than ever. 


Plenty ot funds are to be had in New York 


on call at 1 per cent a year, and in London 
the ridiculously small rate of one-fourth of 1 
per cent is quoted. 


— 8 DIPLOMAT’S | OFFENSE. 
The Washington dispatches all agree that 


one of the attachés of legation recently in- 


sulted a lady on the street and immediately 
after figured in a brawl which ended with his 
appearance in a police court, where he was 
at once discharged without fine or investiga- 
tion. The accounts differ as to just what 
legation was represented in this unseemly 
affair. The offender could easily be identi- 
fied by his bruised and battered countenance, 
but all the fledgling attachés of legation have 
kept their rooms for several days past, the 
innocent being willing to suffer a shade of 
suspicion in order to hide the identity of the 
one really guilty. An offense of this kind 
ought not to be ranked as trivial, and for the 
very reason that it was committed under the 
protection of a diplomat’s privilege it should 
receive the only punishment provided in such 
cases. 

It is unjust to suppose that the offending 
diplomat or aftaché was discharged thro the 
favor or partiality of the court. Under the 


law the Judge could not do otherwise than 


release the offender at once without making 
any investigation. A diplomatic officer is al- 
ways exempt from the operation of the crim- 
inal laws of the country in which he is sta- 
tioned, and none of the members of legation 


at Washington can be held to answer in the 


courts of this country for any crimes they 
commit. Practically they are for the time 
being beyond the reach of the law, and their 
privilege applies to the most serious crimes as 
well as to trivial offenses. According to the 
popular idea this extraordinary privilege of 
being exempt from the operation of the 
law is merely a sort of national 
courtesy which assumes that a dliplo- 
matic officer could not possibly 
be guilty of violating ‘the laws in a country 
where he is received as a guest of honor, but 
the fact is that this peculiar release rests on 
more practical reasons. Diplomatic func- 
tions often have to be performed when the 
relations between two countries are very 
much strained. Grave national questions 
might be affected at such a time by arresting 
a diplomatic officer on a false charge and 
holding him in jail. To prevent the posst- 
bility of such a thing; all countries agree that 
foreign Ministers shall not be held amenable 
to local laws, and the privilege is extended 
to all their attachés even to their domestic 
servants. While stationed in a foreign coun- 
try they enjoy an exemption they could not 
claim in their own.

“ INFAMOUS” ROGUES SET FREE. 


It is a great blessing to ordinary rogues 


and jail-birds when a rascal who has money 
enough to fee high-priced lawyers is ar- 
YTaigned in court. In that case some new 
view of the law is sure to be developed, 
Flaws and intormalities are discovered where 
none were suspected before, and it is found 
that proceedings adequate to secure the pun- 
ishment of a penniless defendant will not 
stand fire when the culprit is able to employ 
shrewd and adroit attorneys. Frequently, 
however, an impecunious convict finds, after 
languishing in prison for several years, that 
some defendant with a bank account is 
able to establish a legal doctrine that not only 
saves the guilty from going to jail, but re- 
leases those already in durance vile. A re- 
cent instance is reported from tho House of 


Correction at Detroit, where 125 Federal 


convicts are to be released on account of the 
decision of the Supreme Court that an in- 
famous crime” must be punished on in- 
dletment and not by information,“ as was 
done in these cases. 

The 125 rogues at Detroit were nearly all 
penniless and unable to pay for legal services 
of extraordinary value. They were guilty 
of robbing the mails, committing pension 
frauds, forgeries, and other offenses against 
the laws of the United States, and scarcely a 
hint was made that their crimes were to be 
deemed anything else than infamous.“ 
Each of the 125 convicted rascals went thro 
the judicial mill in the usual style, and soon 
they were all gathered together in the Detroit 
House of Correction with nobody doubting 
that their offenses 
in fact and inlaw. Presently an attempt 
was made to apply the same course of pro- 
ceeding to a forger in Arkansas, who had 
money himself, or was blessed with friends 
who supplied it in such liberal measure that 
able lawyers were retained and the case ap- 
pealed even unto the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Then and not till then was it 
discovered that an infamous crime” could 
not be punished by proceedings under an in- 
formation. To their joy and astonishment 
the rogues in the House of Correction learned 
incidentally through the proceedings in an- 
other case that they were not guilty after all. 


If it had not been for the Arkansas forger: 


they might have served out their terms and 
even died in the belief that they were proper- 
ly convicted. 

In Mackin’s case the same plea is put forth 
that proved so beneficial to the Arkansas 
forger and the rogues at Detroit, There is, 
however, a strong point of difference. The 
rascals in the House of Correction were one 
and all sentenced to hard labor, while the 
judgment in Mackin’s case simply provides 
for imprisonment. This distinction marks a 
strong point of discrimination between crimes 
that are infamous and those not so ranked. 
Imprisonment is not necessarily a mark of 
“infamy” or even a punishment. Defend- 
ants who cannot give bail are held in custody 
even tho the law presumes them to be inno- 
cent until proved guilty. Witnesses who 
cannot give security are sometimes held in 
custody, not as a punishment, but merely 
to insure their attendance at court. 
In fact, imprisonment without hard la- 
ber is simply a detention, and there is no 
“infamy” necessarily attaching to it in a 
legal sense. In Mackin’s case the judgment 
was simply that he should be held in custody 
in a safe and secure place—the State Prison 
at Joliet—where he could commit no more 
frauds on the ballot-box for the space of two 
years at least. He was not to be punished 
with hard labor,” but the precaution was 
taken to put him where he could not harm 
the public with fine work.” 
infamous punishment,” but simply a deten- 
tion made necessary by a due regard for the 
interests of the public. There is good rea- 
son to believe that the ruling which has oper- 
ated to release the rogues at Detroit will not 
secure the same result in Mackin’s case. 


ILLEGAL REMOVAL OF BURCHARD. 
The President, as well as the Secretary of 


the Treasury, has evidently concluded that 
it is high time to stop the civil-service re- 
form pretenses and set the Democratic ma- 
chine to work in the old-fashioned way, as if 
there were no laws fixing terms or pfescrib- 
ing causes for removal, The suspension of 
Mr. Burchard, Director of the Mint, is a case 
in point. The act of Congress creating the 
position was passed for the express purpose 
of preventing any change in the office for 
partisan reasons when an Administration 
changed. The act stipulates that the Di- 
rector shall hold his office for the term of 
five years unless sooner removed by the 
President upon reasons to be communicated 
by him to the Senate.” Under this law Gen. 
Grant made the first appointment, selecting 
Dr. Linderman, a Democrat, who was spe- 
cially fitted for tie office by his experiences 
at the mint in Philadelphia. Dr. Lin- 
derman held the office through two 
Republican Administrations, and at his 
death President Hayes appointed Mr. Bur- 
chard. He served the allotted term of five 
years—from 1879 to 1884—-and was then re- 
appointed by President Arthur. His term 
therefore does not expire until 1889, and he 
cannot be removed without an open violation 
of law unless it can be shown that he has 
been unfaithful in the performance of his 
duties, or has been an offensive partisan.” 
He has not made himself amenable to either 


charge. On the contrary, he has been an ex- 


cellent and faithful officer, and has taken no 
part in politics. If it be true, the report 
that he has declined to leave his office unless 
charges are made against him and sustained, 
he has taken a position which is right in ac- 
cordance with the law, and one which will 
be sustained by public sentiment. The in- 
consistency and hypocrisy of the Adminis- 
tration are shown by this order to Mr. Bur- 
chard, as well as the weakness of the Presi- 
dent in following the counsel of Mr. Man- 
ning, who intends to carry out the 
old Democratic spoils principle and sweep all 
Republicans out of offiee without reterence to 
law or the civil-service system.

Howard, residing at No. 626 Grayson street, 


which contained information of the death in 
that city of William H. Howard, ones a wealthy 
citizen and business man ot Louisville, but 


who for thirty-three years has been liv- 


ing in exile to avoid the terrors of the 
gallows for an outrageous murder that since 
its committal bas been a black page in the city’s 
history. | | 
The 19th of Nov., 1851, William H. Howard 
stabbed and killed William. Dreihauss at the 
old White mansion at the northwest corner of 
Third and Market streets. The evept at the 
time caused a profound sensation, which long 
since has been forgotten both by the newspa- 
pers and officials of the city. Some months 
after the killing Howard obtained a change of 
venue to La Grange, in Oldham County, where 
he was tried by Judge Johnson, a special 


| Judge appointed by Gov. Powell to try him. 


He was found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, and sentenced to be hanged the Istof 
Jan., 1853. Deo, 31, 1852, Howard made his 
escape from jail at La Grange and fled to West 
Point, Ky., where friends met and conveyed 
him to Brandenburg, and from the latter 
place to New Orleans. From that city How- 
ard went to Portumna, in the County of Gal- 
way, Ireland, where he remained several 
months, during which time he attended the 
opening of the World Fair at Dublin. From 
Ireland be went to Cape Town, Africa, and 
from there to Melbourne, Australia, where he 
settled and made money by the barrel. 

Here he took up with a woman named 
Amelia Waite, and by her five children were 
biorn to him, and thus another family was es- 
tablished; but after this woman bad lived a 
long life as the mate of Howard ber dead 
body was found one morning under cireum- 
stances that pointed to her murder, and the 
records of Coroner Youl of Melbourne yet 
lack the padding to show that Howard was 
not her murderer; yet his immense wealth 
soon cleared him, and he entirely recovered 
from the effects of this horror, 

It was during this trouble,” remarked Mr. 
Thomas A. Howard today, “that I went to 
Australia to see my father, and I was instru- 
mental in securing his freedom. I remained 
with him several months after his release, and 
when I started bome again his_ prospects tor 
success in business were plainiy marked. This 
trip was a fatal one to me, however. You see, 
I married Miss Maggie King of this city, and 
took her with me to Australia, and during our 
voyage back to America on the steamer Ne- 
braska the purser, Mr. Austin, seduced her 
from me, and I caught the guilty pair in his 
stateroom under circumstances that proved 
their guilt beyond all question. I brought 
her bome, however, but soon after 
arriving bere secured a divorce from her. 
Since then I have educated my daughter, and 
she is nov on a visit to Florida. Since that 
trip my life has been a failure. This letter, 
just received, is from my father’s lawyer at 
Melbourne, and it informs me that mother and 
I are not meationed ju my father’s will. So it 
is evident be gave everything to bis bastard 
family out there. It is a bard thing for a son 
to say, but I must tell you, sir, that my father 
was the most villanous murderer and scoundrel 
that ever escaped the gallows, and the secrets 
of his evil|\doings have loaded my ‘poor oid 
mother down since her early womanhood, and 
here she is now, pleading with you not to raise 
the curtain of bis crime to the world; but his 
death ends all our secrets, so*you are at liberty 
to print the truth. : 

es, continued Mr. Howard, my father 
had a history, and his associates in Australia 
had histories. He was known there as William 
Henry Smith, and bis name appeared on bis 
business house that way. He was an auction- 
eer there, the same as here. He was very 
touchy about being interrogated regarding his 
past life. Ifyou want to get a fight in Austra- 
lia all you have to dois to question a person 
about theiz past life. While away, I was at 
Auckland, New Zealand, and visited the very 
jail that Maxwell, the St. Louis trunk mur- 
derer, is ree in.

„Of my tather’s escape, said young How- 
ard. I can only tell you what 1 heard. After 
be was convicted for the murder of Dreihauss 
he was placed in a cell of the Oldham County 
Jail, and Mr. Head was jailer. There was no 
telegraph system throughout the country then, 
and his recapture was impossible. He escaped 
Saturday night, Dec. 31, 1852, )ust five days be- 
fore the time he was to be hung. This escape 
so bore upon the mind of Jailer Head that he 
lost his mind and was sent to the insane asy- 
lum, where he lingered for years and finally 
died. My mother assisted indirectly in his es- 
cape because she then, thought he was a true 
busband, and of course she was ready to lay 
down ber lire for him; but, since she has 
tound him to be the deep-dyed villain that he 
was, her love changed to hatred, and the news 
of his death was really a joy to ber. The 
murder of poor Dreibauss cost our tamily 
$90,000, for we owned real estate here in large 
blocks when the deed was committed; and 
now, as you see, we are distressingiy poor. I 
am going back to Australia, however, in a few 
months, and. shall assert my claims for my 
father’s estate there, and will fight his will to 
the bitter end.“

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JOHN HARVARD, ~—_—-- 


DISCOVERY OF THE PARENTAGE AND AN- 
CESTRY OF THE FOUNDER, OF HARVARD 
COLLEGE—A PLEASANT COMMENCEMENT-~ 
DAY GIFT. 

One of the pleasantest features of the Har- 
vard commencement last Wednesday was the 
fact that the Harvard Club of New York and 
others who bad taken an active part in the sub- 
ject were able to present the evidencé showing 
the ancestry of John Harvard, the founder of 
the college—a problem the solution of which 
has for years baffled the researches of the gene- 
ologists. All that was known of Harvard up 
to a short time ago was that be was a Cam- 
bridge graduate of 1631, and that he and his 
wife Ann were in New England in the early 
part of 1637. The repeated endeavors to dis- 
cover bis parentage proved unsticcessful. As 
far back as 1842 the late James Savage, author 
of the Geneological Dictionary of New En- 
giand, went to England to see what could be 
learned of Harvard's early history, and 
though Mr. Everett, the United States 
Minister at St. James, did all he could nothing 
could be learned. At a later day it was sus- 
pected that he might possibly be the “John 
Harvye, son of Robert, a butcher,” whose 
baptism wag recorded under the date of Nov. 
29, 1607, on the registry books of St. Saviour’s, 
Southwark. The entry in question was found 
along—all children of Robert, a Butcher 
with others, us follows: 

1601, May 31—Mary E. Harverde, 

1602, July 15—Robert Harverde, 

1606, Sept. 30— Robert Harvye, 

1607, Nov. 29—John Harvye. 

1609, Dec. — Thomas Harvye. 

1610, Nov. 1—William Harverd. 

1612, Sept. 27—Katherin Harverd, 

1613, Dec 12—Ann Harverd. 

1615, April 2—Peter Harvye. 

While there was a presumption that John 
Harvye was John Harvard, yet even allowing 
for the fluidity of English surnames two cent- 
uries ago, there was no evidence to prove it. 
That the two forms were interchangeable is 
shown by bequests to “Mrs. Herverd, alias 
Harvey, wife of Mr. Thomas Harverd, alias 
Harvey.“ and to ‘* Robert Harvy, alias 
Harverde.” That evidence, however, Mr. Waters 
bas now discovered. 

July 28, 1625, Robert Harvard, or Harverd, 
butcher, of the Parish of St. Saviour’s, in 
Southwark, made bis will, giv property to 
his sons John, Thomas, and Peter Harvard, and 
also to his wife Kathrine. Of the otber 
children mentioned above the second, Robert, 
was buried afew days before the will was 
made, having died, like his father, during the 
visitation of the plague in the summer of 
1625. The other children bad doubtiess also 
died before the father’s decease, Aug. 24, 1625, 
the burial of Robert Harvey is recorded. 
Jan. 19, 1625, the wife Katbarine was mar- 
ried to John Ellison, her name appearing in 
the entry as Katharine Harvye. He subse- 
quently died, waking bis will the last of 
June, 1626, and the widow then married 
Richard Yearwood, also of Southwark, whose 
will, made Sept. 8, 1632, is witnessed by 
Monroe Harvard, and makes mention of his 
wite Kathmne. 

Next, and most important, comes the will of 
Kathrine Yearwood, which Was made July 2, 
1635, in which she gives to my eldest son, 
John Harvard Clarke, certain pooper: and 
also other property to ber other son, Thomas 
Harvard. The two sons were made joint exec- 
utors and qualified. 

The 15th of July, 1636, Thomas Harvard, 
the brother of John, made his will, in which he 
gives certain property to his brother John, and 
maxes him one of the executors of the will. 
The 5th of May of the tollowing year Nicholas 
Morton, the other executor, presented the 
will and power under which it was granted 
him, and similar power reserved for John 


Harvard wen he should come and seek it. 


This indicates John’s absence at that period, 
which was natural enough, since that was the 
year of John Harvard's first appearance on 
the soil of New England, as appears from the 
Charlestown records. 3 

Not satisfied with all this evidence, Mr. Wa- 
ters searched further. Knowing that Har- 
vard must have been the owner of consider 
able real estate and impressed with the belief 
that he must have sold a part of it betore leav- 
England, he went to the Public Records office 
and succeeded in finding that the 16th of Febru- 
ary, 1637, John Harvard and his wife Aunsoid 
certain property in the Parish of St. Olave, in 
Southwark, to John and Jobanna Mann. This 
reduces the limit of the period of time within 
which Harvard left England for Massachusetts 
Bay to some period between the 16th of Feb- 
ruary and the 5th of May, 1637. Mr. Waters 
also succeeded in discovering the will. of John 
Sadler, vicar in the County of Sussex, made 
Feb. 6, 1637, which bequeathes to his daughter 
Ann, the wife of John Harvard Clarke,“ the 
sum of twenty shillings. It bas also been dis- 


covered that the wife of Robert Harvard, the | 


father of John, was Catherine Rogers. A 
pamphlet has been gotten out, reprinted from 
the July number of the New England Hwtorical 
and Genevlogical Register, which gives in full 
the wills and other documents referred to 
above, including the wills of John and Thomas 
Harvard, uncles of the founder of the college, 
and Margaret Harvard, the wife of his uncie 
Thomas. 

This is but one illustration of the results ac- 
complished by the intelligent, systematic la- 
bors of Mr. Fitz-Henry Waters, who has been 
pursuing his investigations in Enziand under 
the direction of the Committee on Research of 
the New England Historic and Geneciogical 
Society. It now remains for Mr. Waters, who 
has done so much and so well, to grapple with 
a problem which is of interest to all Americans 
—of far more interest to all Americans than 
the one which he has just unoraveled—the En- 
glish ancestry of George Washington. After 
that has been accomplished he can say, like 
Simeon of old, Lord, now lettest Thou thy 
servant depart in peace.“ 


SEEKING HIDDEN TREASURE. 


A MAN WHO IS SEARCHING FOR MONEY 
BURIED BY PIRATES. 

Derroit, Mich., June 26.—James Crabtree, 
who lives in ton Township, Newaygo Coun- 
ty, has left h ue on an extraordinary mission. 
During the Mexican War, in which Mr. Crab- 
tree served, he became intimate with a man 
named Antonnia, with whom he chumwed 
until the close of the war, when the two men 
went to New Orleans. where Antonnia 
died soon afterward. On bis dyimg bed 
he told Mr. Crabtree that in his younger 
days he was a First Lieutenant on board 
a pirate ship commanded by Paul Levier, and 
that on one of their cruises they unded on one 
of the islands about fifty miles below New 
Orleans and there buried about $2,500,000 in 
gold and silver. He also declared that he was 
the last member of the once tamous crew.

A year ago I met a young man who had 
come out West to grow up with the country.

MAN TARGETS, 


THE NEW INDUSTRY AT THE ARSENAL AND 
ARMORY ON ROCK ISLAND. 

Rock IsLAx, III., June 27.—A new industry 
has been started at the Rock Island Armory 
and Arsenal. It is the manufacture of man 
targets for use in the reguiar army. These 
targets are made of steel and as near 
the form of an ave ized man as can 
be outhned with steel. They are made 
in three positions—upright, at a front, theu in 
the position of firing with arms raised as if 
holding a musket. Col. Flagler himself invent- 
ed the machine that works the steel to the 
proper shape. The steel frame is covered with 
cloth in such a manner that at a distance the 
resemblance of a man is marked—and, what is 
important, it can be told in just what part the 


„ man is hit—arm, leg, breast, stomach, neck, 
shoulder, or bead. Four hundrea of these steel 
targets are being made, requiring the use of 


rious other forms in which soldiers move ina 
the opening of an engagement. The practice 
will commence at a range of 250 to 300 yards, 
and then be gradually to long dis- 
tances. Tho targets will de sont to military 
posts at which such practice can be best car- 
ried on.

CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 


The work of the Legislature in the direction 
of criminai-aw reform was not what it should 
have been. The most important measures, like 
those in relation to changes of venue and mak- 
ing juries judges of facts only, were strangled 
in the Senate without even going to the House. 
The bills which did get through and which may 
be considered as making some progress to- 
wards an improvement in the criminal code 
were the following: ; 

Senator Ray’s measure in relation to con- 
tinuances, which enacts that when affidavit is 
made ior a:continuance in behalf of the peo- 
ple, or any defendant ina criminal case, on 
the ground of the absence of a material wit- 
ness, the State-Attorney, or the defendant, as 
the case may be, shall not be required to ad- 
mit the absolute truth of the matter set up in 
the affidavit for continuance, but only that 
such absent witness, if present, would testify 
as alleged in the affidavit; and if it isso ad- 
mitted, no continuance shall be granted, but 
the case shall go to trial, and the party admit- 
t the same shall be permitted to controvert 

e statements contained in such affidavit by 
other evidence, or to impeach such absent wit- 
ness, the same as if he had testified in person; 
provided, that the court may, in its discretion, 
require the opposit party to admit the truth 
absolutely of any such affidavit when, from 
the nature of the case, he may be of opinion 
that the ends of justice require it; provided 
further, that this act shall not apply to appli- 
cations for continuances at the same term of 
the court at which the indictment is found or 
information filed.

His bill is an amendment and re- 
vision of what is known as the Drainage and 
Levee act.“ It ignores township or county 
lines and permits a district, large or small, 
to be organized from any territory. 
A majority of the owners of one-third of the 
lands in the district to be reclaimed file in 
the County Court a petition, upon hearing 
which the court appoints three commissioners 
to survey the proposed district and ascertain 
the costs of the work. On their favorable re- 
port the court gives another notice to the per- 


sons interested and deciares the district or- 


ganized anda body corporate. A jury makes 
assessments on the lands benefited sufficient 
in the aggregate to cash estimated necessary 
for tne improvement. The assessments are 
collected like other taxes and are used for 
the purpose of constructing the wora. The 
commissionere can make assessments of bene- 
fits in lieu of the jury if it isdeemed advisabie. 
Provision is also made for correcting mistakes 
and saving the districts from the loss of the 
assessments, which could not be done under 
the old law. Appeais from the construction of 
the jury are tried as other appeais, 
except that when more than one party 
appeals the Judge is to try the cases 
together. A change in the old law 
is in the confirming of the assessments, it be- 
ing competent for the court to order the as- 


gess ment to be paid ia installments. 
The assessments and installments are to 
draw 6 per cent interest, but the 


owner may elect to pay the whole amount 
before itcomes due. The 6 per cent interest 
is required to discharge the interest accruing 
in case bonds are issued. The Treasurer of 
the district is required to execute a bond in 
doubie the amount that may come into his 
hands during his term of office. The actis to 
be liberally construed to promote the ditching, 
druinage, and reclamation of waste lands. 
There is also provision for additional assess- 
ments when those first made prove inadequate. 
The drainage commissioners can borrow 
money not exceeding 90 per cent of the assess- 
ments and issue bonds which sball bea lien 
on the assessments until paid. Justices of the 
Peace na ve jurisdiction where the amount does 
not exceed $2,000. Lands outside of the dis- 
trict originally farmed can be takenin, made 
apart of the district, and assessed as other 
lands. 


The bill for the Farm-Drainage act was in- 
troduced as Senate Bill No. 1 by Mr. Whiting 
the first day of the session. The act consists 
of seventy-nine sections, and, though long, it 
will not occupy much more than half the space 
of the five acts it repeals. Though there is 
much that is new and some provisions quite 
original, it is as a whole a revision of the sev- 
erallaws it repeals, emboding especially the 
second Drainage act of 1879 and the Torrance 
law of 1883. The features of these two laws 
are preserved, though changed in nearly every 
secon to meet the exigencies developed by 
experience. | 

This act begins by defining the rights of 
drainage, as recently decided by the Supreme 
Court, on the owner's land; then across the 
lan of others. It then deals with com- 
bined drainage, commencing with the last, 
whére ‘two persons only are concerned, and 
progresses up to special districts,” reaching 
into three or more townships, like the well- 
known Hickory Creek District in Bureau and 
Henry Counties or the Mason and Tazewell— 
the former embracing 15,000 acres of land, 
with a main ditch fifteen miles long, and the 
latter 47,000 acres of land, where three steam 
dredge-boats are now at work redeeming waste 
lands and adding to their value more than 
$1,000,000. 

The method provided for special assessment 
by ciassification on a graded scale is original, 
or at least was two years ago, when the same 
author applied it to the existing county Ditch 
law. | 

This act works through commissioners, and 
as little as possible through courts and juries. 
Eight years ago most lawyers confvunded 
„Special assessments” with eminent do- 
mains,“ and insisted that the former, like the 
latter, must be done by ajury. Senator Whit- 
ing challenged this doctrine in the formation 
of the acts of 1879, and the courts have fully 
sustained him, as they have more recently his 
position on the rights of drainage,

CIVIL RIGHTS. 


A measure of considerabie importance to the 
colored people of the State and also to hotel- 
keepers is Thomas’ Civil-Rights bill. The bill 
is as follows: 

Secrion 1. Be it enacted, ete., That all persons 
within the jurisdiction of said State shall be 
entitied to the full and equal enjoyment of the 
accommodations, sdvantages, facilities, and 
| privileges of inns, restaurants, eat ing-houses, 
barber-shops, public conveyances on land or 
water, theatres, and all other places of public 
accommodation and amusement, subject only 
to the conditions and limitations established by 
law and applicable alike to all citizes. 

Sec. 2. That any person who shall violate any 
of the provisions of the foregoing section by 
denying to any citizen, except for reasons ap- 
plicabie alike to all citizens of every race and 
color, and regardless of color or race, the full 
enjoyment of any of the accommodations, ad- 


uon enumerated, or by aiding or inciting such 
denial, shall for every such offense forfeit and 
pay a sum not less than $25 nor more than $500 
to the person aggrieved thereby, to be recov-

CLOSING LEGISLATION. 


Some of the most important measures 
enacted by the General Assembly were within 
the last three hours of its existence.

The 
fish bill aims to prevent the destruction of fish 
during the spawning season by providing that 
the meshes of nets must be two inches square, 
and used from Sept. 1 to March 1 of each year. 
It requires persons owning dams to place therein 
fishways under penalty, makes it unlavful to 
use lime or chemical compounds, and forbids 
the taking ot brook trout from the streams be- 
tween July 15 and April 1. The usual pro- 
visions are made for prosecutions, and Sher- 
Urs, Deputy Sheriffs, and constables are 
charged with the enforcement of the law. The

GUARUiANS AND WARDS. 

Chapman’s bill amending the law of guardi- 
ans and wards is likely to have an important 
bearing on guardians who speculate with the 
money of their wards. It makes imperative 
the custom w carried on in some well-admin- 
wtered courts of requiring a specific statement 
and exhibit under oath. The amendment makes 
the law read: }

guardian he shall exhibit and file his account as 
such guardian, setting forth specifically in separate

by him, and it is hereby made the duty of the court 
to inspect the assets so exhibited, which account 
shall be accompanied by proper vouchers and 
signed by him and verified by his affidavit. 

SCHOOL LAWS. 

The school people got what they think is an 
improvement in the school laws. It provides 
that the County Board shall furnish the County 
Superintendent of Schools with an office, and 
thus piace him on the same footing with other 
county officers. The duties of the County Su- 
perintendent are more specifically defined. It 
is made incumbent on bim to visit each school 
in the county at least once a year. One-half 
his time is to be given the ungraded écoools. 
With the consent of the County Board he can 
employ additional help. He is required to 
make a sworn statement of all the schools by 
him visited, with the time and circumstances 
of the visitation. His expenses in such visits 
are to be drawn from the State school fund of 
the county. The powers of the County Board 
are defined so that they shali allow the Super- 
intendent in counties having less than fifty 
schools not less than 150 days a year, in coun- 
ties having from fifty-one to seventy-five 
schools not less than 200 days, in counties hav- 
ing from seventy-six to 100 schools not less 
than 250 days, and in counties having more 
than 100 schools the whole time is to be al- 
lowed. 

There were also passed Senator Rogers’ bilis 
allowing school-lands to be leased for a period 
of five years and permitting the interest on 
school-loans to be paid annually instead of 
semi-annually. Likewise the measure enabling 
school districts acting under a special charter 
to hold elections for the election of school 
directors and members of boards of education 
at the time provided for the election of direct- 
ors under the school-laws of the State. A bill 
which has a local bearing in a dozen towns in 
the State allows the conveyance of real estate 
held by cities for school or academy purposes 
by resolution of the council or board of 
trustees, 


THE MEXICAN CRISIS 


STILL FAR FROM SETTLED — RAILROAD 
AGENTS AND GOVERNMENT -.OFFICERS 
CONFER, BUT BEACH NO AGREEMENT— 
HOME OPINION, 

City or Mexico, June 27.—A leaaing arti- 
cle in the Mezican Financier says: 

We fear the effect abroad of stopping 
the subsidies will be to discourage ali large 
investments bere of foreign capital. In 
fact, if stoppage of subsidies were to be 
permanent this could not fail to be the case, 
and, therefore, we hope the Government will 
soon find some way of resuming payment of 
the sums pledged to the several railroad 


companies. By this course the Govern 
ment will contribute powerfully toward 
1 revival of foreign confidence 


in Mexico, and the material development of the 
country can then be safely expected 
to continue under the auspices of cap- 


ital from abroad.“ The transient nat- 
ure of the present tinancial pian is 
several times distinctly emphasized in 


a statement Finunce Minister Dubion. What 
plan the Government hasin reserve is not 
likely to be immediately disclosed, but that 
some such plan is held in the background there 
seems good reason for believing. 

The Financier goes on to say that in view of 
these facts, until the Government shall have 
had time to mature its project,it is only fair to 
ask a suspension of judgment regarding Mexi- 
can affairs on the part of the financial world. 
At the end of President Diaz's first term of 
office he left the Treasury ina sound con- 
dition, but on resuming powerat the end of 
four years he found a depleted exchequer and 
financial problems of the greatest gravity 
pressing for solution. He found the public. 
revenues burdened with heavy charges 
which must continue several years. At the 
present time the total percentages of all kinds 
weighing upon the current revenues of the 
country are not short of one-half of the 
public income. In plain language, the 
Government has been compelled to meet 


the daily requirements of the Administration 
vantages, facilities, or privileges in said se- 


with only 50 per cent of the public revenues at 
ite command. Long delay in the ad- 
justment of the English debt prevented 
Mexico from reéstablishing ber credit in 
the great money markets of the world. 
Unlike Chili, she has been unable to go into the 
money centres of the world and borrow funds 
to meet the urgent needs.of her Treasury. An 
honest and equitable adjustment of the foreign 
debt of this country will do more to revive 
confidence of the civilized world in 
Mexico than any other measure which can be 
projected by the Gevernment. In this case, 


honesty is extremely good policy. When the 


recent budget—nearly $39,000,000—was en- 
acted for the ensuing year it 
was apparent that the legislative branch 
largely overestimated the share of public in- 
come at the disposal of the Government. The 
cloud of this financial crisis then rose upon the 
horizon of our affairs. The situation of the 
Government grew exceedingly embarrassing 
and it was forced between the horns of a very 
awkward dilema. Tostop payments of rail- 
way subsidies, involving discrediting the cus- 
tom-house certificates issued, was to ipvite 
harsh criticisms from the financial worid, and, 
on the other hand, to continue mecting all 
extraordinary charges on revenue was to make 
necessary wholesale reductions in public 
service to the undoubted detriment of a good 
administration throughout the country. The 
sincerity of the Government in tuis. cri- 
sis would seem to be demonstrated 
in its resolution to reduce by a sys- 
tem of discounts, equitably arranged, 
to bear the heaviest on the better-paid public 
servants—the salaries of all civii employés re- 
ceiving more than $500 perannum. The Pres- 
ident of the Republic sets an example of sub- 
mission to public exigency by accepting $15,000 
per year instead of the legally fixed sum of 
$30,000. The Government has avowed its inten- 
tion of reducing all expenses of tne Adminis 
tration to the lowest point consistent with the 
pubiic welfare. While we deplore the condition 
of things which necessitates the breaking of 
faith with foreign investors, we cannot but ac- 
knowledge that the Government has been com- 
pelied to take a bold and decisive step if the 


condition of financial anarchy was to 
be avoid od. E case was 4&8 
desperate one; the remedy sought and 


found a heroic one. We sincerely hope the 
crisis will have a transient character; that by 
an early readjustment of the foreign debt the 
nation may be reinstated in the 
financial confidence of the world, and 
put in a way to e good all losses to which 
corporations or ividuals may be subjevted 
by the adm ve act on which we have 
been commenting. |
